The easiest aud surest way to ^put an 
end to political assassinations in the 
south is to pass a law placing under fed­ 
eral control all elections in which offijers 
of a federal description are to be chosen. 
This does not imply any interference 
with tbe rights of Gestates, but only the 
protection of American citizens accord­ 
ing to tbe guarantees of tbe national c in­ 
stitution.—

W ashington, Feb. 8.—The Senate has 
agreed to the conference report on tho 
Nicaragua bill and it now goes to the 
President. 
Mr. Blair introduced a joint resolution 
providing for a constitutional amendment 
extending the right of suffrage to women, 
and presented a m ajority report of the 
Senate committee on 
woman 
suffrage 
favoring theisame. 
Mr. Chandler introduced a resolution to 
transfer the revenue marine service to tho 
navy, and also proposed an amendment to 
tho next naval appropriation bill providing 
for tho construction of two harbor rams, 
unarmored, at a cost of $1,500,000, and for 
fifteen gunboats and other additions to tho 
navy. 
Air. Chase introduced a resolution direct­ 
ing tho Postmaster-General to inform the 
Senate as to removal of postal clerks under 
the present administration. 
Tho Senate continued its discussion of the 
civil service system, when it resumed con­ 
sideration of Mr. 
Hawley’s amendment to 
the legislative appropriation bill providing 
an additional clerk for the civil service 
commission. 
Mr. Allison expressed the belief that the 
civil service law, so long as it remained on 
the statute book, should be fairly carried 
out. 
He contended, however, that its ex- 
tontion to the postal mail clerks last De­ 
cember was not an extension by tho com­ 
mission itself, but by the President. 
Mr. Hoar approved the extension by Mr. 
Cleveland of tho civil-service law to the 
postal mail clerks, whether that extension 
came late or early. 
Mr. Clevr ’and did not 
thereby seek the retention in office of any 
unworthy or unfit Democrat un’ 
. the a p ­ 
pointing power hereafter was administered 
ny an unworthy or unfit Republican. 
If 
persons holding office were unfit, either in 
character or attainments or special capac­ 
ity, they could bo removed. 
But the pro­ 
cess in the past of turning men out and 
putting men in had been a scandal and a 
shame to tho Republican administration of 
the country and had become intolerable to 
the m ajority of the Republican party in 
his own State. 
It was not necessary to re­ 
peat that shameful history. 
Tho amendment was agreed to, as also 
was a proposition to make the board of 
pension appeals consist of six members in­ 
stead of three. 
The bill then went over and the Senate 
adjourned. 
A bill introduced by Senator Daniel pro­ 
vides that any American citizen over 21 
years of ago who shall have passed the 
civil-service examination and have been 
found qualified shall be furnished with a 
certificate of the fact and shall thereupon 
bo eligible to any office or position to 
which said examination applies without 
further formality if the quota of his State 
or Territory be not already full.

Both houses adjourned until Monday 
evening.

Mr. Hoar’s petition is 
completed it will bo laid before the com­ 
mittee, with a request that an amendment 
be placed in the bill providing for female 
representation in the new 
convention. 
There are twenty-seven Senators who are 
in favor of woman suffrage, and all of 
them will sign Mr. 
H oai’s paper.

Chaso, 
Sherman, 
Dolph, Mitchell, Jones, Stanford,

Senator Piatt, chairman 
of the 
committee on Territories, is not greatly in 
favor of extending suffrage to women, but 
several members of the committee aro warm 
friends of the movement.

HER HEART WAS BROKEN. 


Mrs. Gen. Sibley Dies Because Congress 
Would Not Give Her Money. 
W ashington, Feb. 8. — Mrs. Sibley, 
widow of the late Gen. H. Sibley, died yes­ 
terday at Fredericksburg, Va., it is said, 
as the result of disappointment over the 
failure of Congress to pass her bill which 
was before the House last Friday. 
f|G en. Sibley, her husband, while in the 
regular arm y before the w ar invented an 
arm y tent upon which he obtained a p at­ 
ent. 
A t the beginning of the war he 
joined the Confederate army. 
Meanwhile 
the government used tho Sibley tent. 
The 
bill allowing Sibley’s partner $100,000 for 
the government’s use of the patent was 
passed by Congress, but no payment was 
made to Sibley because of the claim that he 
was disloyal and because the patent was 
obtained during the time that he was in 
the service of the government. 
The bill 
which was before the House to pay Mrs. 
Sibley $100,000 was opposed on the same 
grounds and no action was taken on it. 
When the news of its failure to pass 
reached Mrs. Sibley, who was in advanced 
life, she became ill and died yesterday.

—The caucus 
of House Republicans Thursday morning 
was brief and more harmonious than pre­ 
ceding ones. 
Speaker Matthews presided, 
and the question before the caucus was the 
motion of Mr. Cochran, make a week ago, 
to postpone all action on the Senate joint 
resolution for sine die adjournm ent on 
April 26 uptil April IO. 
The Republican 
members of the House 
committee had 
favored amending the resolution so os to 
provide for linal adjournm ent on the 10th 
of May, and Speaker Matthews addressed 
the caucus in favor of that date or May 15. 
Mr. Lester spoke in favor of May IO, but 
Mr. Moyer of Cook vigorously opposed any 
date at this time. 
This seemed to meet the 
popular idea, and tho adjournm ent ques­ 
tion was laid at rest for the next two 
months by tho adoption of the Corcoran 
motion postponing further consideration of 
tho m atter till April IO.

The early part of the House proceedings 
were very tame aud uninteresting indeed. 
Several dozen petitions in regard to tho 
game law and other commonplace subjects 
were introduced, after which tho House 
passed to tho introduction of bills. •

the registration of electors, the conduct of 
electors, and ascertaining and declaring the

enable certain 
incorporated villages and towns of Rock 
Island county to go back into the township 
organization; by Mr. 
Ford, to authorize 
cities, villag es and incorporated towns to 
fix, establish and regulate rates to bo 
charged, collected or received for telephone 
services within the corporation limits of 
such cities, villages and incorporated towns; 
also a bill authorizing cities, villages and 
incorporated towns to fix, establish and reg­ 
ulate rates to be charged by gas companies; 
by Mr. 
Farrell, to prohibit tho sale of 
ice for domestic consumption cut from 
stagnant waters: by Mr. Green, reducing 
the salaries of the officers of the Joliet peni­ 
tentiary. 
It fixes the salaries of commis­ 
sioners at $500 per annum, warden $2,500, 
deputy warden $1,800, chaplain $1,500, 
and physician $*,500; by Mr. Hoppin, ap­ 
propriating $ ‘*,402 to Davidson & Sons of 
Chicago for granite furnished to finish the 
new State house in 1886. 
By M. Meyer, authorizing cities, villages, 
and incorporated towns to fix, establish and 
regulate rates to bo charged by electric 
light companies for light, heat and power; 
by Mr. Lester, amending tho act to p re­ 
vent the prostitution of females; by Mr. 
Sparks, to 
authorize the organization 
and to regulate county mutual wind-storm 
insurance companies; by Mr. Miller of 
Cook, to license chattel-mortgage brokers 
and to regulate tho same; by Mr. Sundo- 
lius, amending the law concerning building, 
loan, and homestead associations; by Mr. 
Whitehead, making it the duty of the 
county to provide for the burial of the 
body of every honorably discharged sol­ 
dier, sailor, or marine in this state who 
shall hereafter die without means sufficient 
to defray his funeral expenses; by Mr. 
Trench, prohibiting for sanitary reasons 
the feeding of cattlo a t distilleries and 
breweries between April 15 and Oct. 15; 
by Mr. Stinson, appropriating $10,000 to 
purchase a site and to erect a monument 
th?ron on the battlefield of Gettysburg to 
the memory of Ulinois soldiers; by Mr.

Seiter’s Anti-Pinkerton bill, with the re­ 
commendation that it be laid on the table. 
Mr. Seiter moved, as a substitute th at the 
bill be printed and ordered to a second 
reading.

for Ireland’s independence, and took tho 
Fenians’ military oath of allegiance.

never forgot that he was an English sub­ 
ject and British born.

conspiracy existed, ho wrote about it to bis 
father, who, on his own volition, informed 
the member of parliament for Colchester, 
who advised him to inform the home office.

J. J. Donnelly, clerk of tho Pro­ 
bate court and a prominent Irishman, 
says that Beach’s testimony so far os

Donnelly says 
he was 
chairman of the reception committee which 
received .Egan and Sullivan, and that they 
were met at tho train at 8 o’clock in the I 
evening 
and 
escorted directly to the 
Academy, where the big public meeting 
was held. 
At the conclusion of the meet- ; 
ing Sullivan and Egan went to the Plank , 
in gton house, accompanied by Mr.

HIS LIFE WORK ENDED AT SIX O'CLOCK 
THIS HORNING. 
Uncle James Madden is dead. 
He expired st the city hospital at six 
o’clock this morning. He bad been in

for many je a n being 
troubled with dropsy and heart disease, 
yet he was able to attend to his business 
until within a few days. On Wednesday 
morning be was taken to the city hospital, 
tie having no family or relatives in the 
city to take special oare of him. 
James Madden was sn old resident of 
the city, being in business—that of man­ 
ufacturing and dealmg in boots and 
shoes—for upwards of thirty-five years* 
He was a kind hearted and sympathetic 
man, and loved to do a kindness to his 
'ellow-man. He possessed many pecul­ 
iarities —eosantncities—yet he was always 
very agreeable companion. 
He was 
well posted on all worldly affairs, and 
loved to argue political and secular ques 
tions, and his ready wit and ever jovial 
manner, won everyone whom he met as 
his friend. 
His family became separated upwards 
of thirty years ago by the estrangement 
of his wife, who, it is said, now resides in 
Washington. His son resides in Chi­ 
cago, sad 
a daughter in 
Lead­ 
ville, Colorado.. He has a brother resid- 
trg in Fox Lake, this state. 
His family 
trouble showed itself on his mind, st 
times being very marked. 
Uncle James Madden was abont sixty- 
five years of age; was boro in Ireland, 
*iveff for some years in Loudon, working 
at his trade—that of shoe maker. 
He 
oame to America and settled in Janesville 
about forty years ago. Ta at ha b i d i 
tender plaoe in his heart for the feelings 
of others is confirmed by his occasional 
contributions to the newspapers. An ar­ 
ticle written j ast before Christian and 
published rn the Gazette, from his pen, 
in relation to the universal custom of 
everybody, 
giving everybody some­ 
thing as a present for Christmas, con­ 
tained 
this 
beautiful sentiment:— 
Maybe I am prejudiced and short­ 
sighted; may be its human nature; and 
maybe it* something higher and grander, 
and better than anything that humanity 
can grasp, or understand.

might—in Bohemian.” 
The Monde Artiste, speaking of “Tho 
Yeoman of the Guard,” says: “The music, 
as well os the libretto, does not bear the 
stamp of individuality. 
By freely drawing 
on ancient airs Mr. Sullivan has written 
a score which does not possess the somewhat 
coarse sprightliness 
of his 
preceeding 
works, but which on the other hand, does 
not display the refinement demanded by a 
comedy whose most modest aim is to ele­ 
vate itself to a higher sphere than the 
operetta.
